Letter from New York. 


Services of Deaf-Mutes, 


New York, April, 21, 1873. 

, On Sunday, April 20th, Dr. Isaac 
[ Lewis Peet conducted the services in the 
l Ghapel of the New York Institution for 
. the deaf and dumb. The five hundred 
s pupils were seated in admirable order, 

: an d Or. Peet was in his best of humor. 
He began the service by ordering the pu¬ 
pils to rise and repeat the Lord’s Prayer 
in concert. lie then read the hymn be¬ 
ginning with : 

“There is a God ! all nature speak*. ” 

When he had finished reading it, all the 
pupils arose and repeated it in concert. 
This done, Dr. Peet read and explained 
the Ten Commandments, as given by 
Moses. Then followed a prayer of about 
ten minutes duration. 

Dr. Peet now commenced bis sermon 
or lecture, selecting for bis subject the 
twenty-seventh verse of the first chapter 
of the Book of Genesis : “So God crea¬ 
ted man in his own image.” 

Dr. Peet remarked that this text re- 
I veals to us a fact of the greatest interest 
and importance, and in the consideration 
of which he should direct the attention 
of his audience to the following proposi¬ 
ti 0118 :—That man was created in the 
image of God, or in other words, he was 
made like God in personality, in immor¬ 
tality, in understanding, reason and mem¬ 
ory, in forethought, predetermination and 
free choice, in self consciousness, in ere- 
ativeness, and in moral responsibility!

As regards my unsought election as 
one of the National Clerc Memorial Union 
officers, I shall gratefully remember the 
kind expression of certain C. M. Inde¬ 
pendent Associations, and while health 
and circumstances admit, under Divine 
aid and guidance, I shall cheerfully strive 
to effect the success of such an approved 
enterprise as may insure a grateful honor 
to the memory of the late Laurent Clerc, 
the first founder of the deaf-mute school 
in our dear country. I am happy to 
know that certain officers elected to our 
future Executive Committee are intelli¬ 
gent, judicious, and warm in the cause of 
the C. M. enterprise; in humble hopes 
that our Executive Committee laay cheer¬ 
fully join in one accord that the Clerc 
Memorial be erected in Hartford, 
Conn., where Laurent Clerc founded a 
school for deaf-mutes, worked, lived and 
died with Mr. Gallaudet. It soenis some- • 
what curious that the Washington C. AL 1 
Association did not act with what it had 
zealously started. There must be a shame 
on the part of several other Institutions 
for deaf-mutes which did not form any 
associations for the graveful honor to the 
memory of Laurent Clerc, as in Indiana, 
W. AY. Angus, an eminent member of the 
C. AI. Organizing Committee, also Win. 
Willard, one of the most distinguished 
pupils of Mr. Clerc; in Iowu, E. Booth, 
formerly an eminent pupil ayid teacher in 
Hartford; in Virginia, Prof. Job Turner, 
an intelligent pupil qf Mr, Clerc; in 
Louisiana, Mr. Barnes, oue of the 
members of the C. M. Organu ing Com¬ 
mittee, and the other States tha * derive a 
happy benefit from Mr. Clerc’s n mthod of 
instruction by signs, such as Wi sconsin, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Ten¬ 
nessee, Alississippi, Arkansas, &c. It 
may be a matter of wonder that, *except 
Mr. I. L. Peet of New York, Air. .E. C. 
Stonoof Hartford, as far as know, u to 
me, the principals and hearing teach, era 
of the other deaf-mute institutions ha ve 
not been warm in the Clerc cause, lx 9- 
cause they have learned how to teacl 1 
deaf-mutes from Air. Clerc’s first instruc¬ 
tion of the sign language. I am sorry 
to say that New England would have con¬ 
tributed almost equal to the vote of the 
two associations in New York, if Rev. 
Air. Gallaudet had not proposed his plan 
for a home for the poor and disabled 
mutes from the Clerc fund. Most of us

If the bill to regulate interest and pre¬ 
vent usury, passed by the Senate, should 
become a law it would still be illegal to 
take more than seven per cent interest.

No person 
but the borrower can bring suit for the 
recovery of the oiceess of interest, and no 
suit can be brought unless commenced 
within six months after the time for 
which money was borrowed has expired. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has or¬ 
dered the sale of $0,000,000 of gold, and 
purchase of $1,000,000 of bonds during 
May. Payment of the May interest on 
United States bonds Avill commence on 
tho 28th, without rebate. 

A dispatch from Fort Garry, Manitoba 
reports that a collision has occurred be¬ 
tween United State troops and the Black 
feet Indians, and that anumber of soldiers 
were killed. Indians to the uumber of 
seven or eight thousand have crossed the 
line aud the interior settlements of Man¬ 
itoba are threatened. The War Dopai-t- 
ment has made preparations fop protect¬ 
ing surveying parties on the Northern 
Pacific railroad. Forty companies, in¬ 
cluding all branches of the service, will 
accompany the expedition.

FIVE OFFICERS AND FORTY-FOUR MEN KILL¬ 
ED, WOUNDED AND MISSING. 

Lava beds, April 26.—A rocoiuioiter- 
ing party composed of batteries “K” and 
“A,” fourth artillery, and company “E” 
twelfth infantry, left the camp at 7:30 
o’clock this morning, proceeding in a di¬ 
rection known to lead to the present 
strougliold of the Modocs. Captain E. 
Thomas, of the fouyth artillery, being in 
command. A dozen or so Warm Spring 
Indians were expected to co-operatc on 
Captain Thomas’ left. The troops having 
thrown out skirmishers, advanced with¬ 
out molestation, until they arrived at the 
foot of the bluffs, south of the lava bed ; 
having, meanivlwlo, signaled to the camp 
that no Indians were to be found. On 
reaching the bluff the Modocs then open¬ 
ed a severe fire, causing the troops to seek 
such shelter as they could find in tho 
crevices, chasms, Ac. As usual, the foe 
was o/>seen. Tho first position soon be¬ 
came untenable, owing to the fact that
